U. S. Distilleries 
To Produce War 
Plant Alcohol 


60 Pct. of Facilities 
Affected by Call for 
Industrial Variety. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The Government today ordered ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the na- 


tion’s distilleries to turn their 
available facilities into production 
of industrial alcohol. 

The order, issued by Donald M. 
Nelson, director of priorities, pro- 
vided that distilleries with facil- 
ities to make industrial alcohol 
from corn or other grain must use 
them after Jan. 15 only in produc- 
ing that type of alcohol. 

It was estimated that 60 per 
cent of the industry’s capacity was 
subject to the order. 

Government spokesmen said no 
shortage in alcoholic beverages 
was anticipated since there was 
more than five years normal sup- 
ply already in storage. 

Industrial alcohol — technically 
190 proof ethyl alcohol—is essen- 
tial in a variety of industrial and 
war operations and is particularly 


smokeless powder. 

Nelson’s order provided that the 
Government will have the right to 
use alcohol turned out by the dis- 
tilleries as the military situation 
requires. 

Industrial alcohol previously has 
been manufactured largely from 
molasses. By requiring its produc- 
tion from corn or other grain, 
OPM said, considerable molasses 
supplies will be freed for produc- 
tion of sugar and partially. com- 
pensate for losses of sugar imports 
resulting from war in the Pacific. 
Nelson said a modification of 
the distillery order might result 
from legislation now pending in 
Congress. Efforts are being made 
to change a present Federal law 
prohibiting the manufacture of in- 
dustrial alcohol and alcoholic bev- 
erages in the shme plants. This 
change would permit distilleries to 
make alcohol for war demands and 
produce beverages after those de- 
mands have been met. 


ARMY BOMBER FALLS IN RIVER; 
| THREE CREW MEMBERS KILLED 


(AP), — Three Army flyers were 
killed and four injured last night 
when a B-18 bombardment plane 
plunged into the James River near 
here in a snowstorm. 

The dead were listed as Corp. 
Harold E. Decker, New Milford, 
Pa.; Pvt. Dusan J. Oranec, Monaca, 
Pa., and Pvt. James B, Shannon, 
Forest, Va. 

The plane, with bodies of the 
three men still aboard, sank after 
a tug had rescued four officers and 
crew members. These are Maj. E. 
P. Hampton, Pilot; Capt. Carl R. 
Russel, co-pilot; Aviation Cadet 
Robert W. Wert, navigator, and 
Pvt. William E. McKinley, all taken 
to a Newport News hospital with 
injuries. 

Residents near the river said the 
plane circled at a low altitude as if 
seeking a landing place and then 
crashed into the water.

USE-TAX STICKERS 
FOR AUTOS TO GO 
ON SALE JAN. 26 


Motorists Asked to Apply at 
Postoffice or Federal 


Revenue Office. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
The Treasury said today that the 
new automobile use tax stickers 
would go on sale in postoffices and 
Federal ‘revenue offices through- 
out the country Jan. 26. 

The first sticker, which every 
private automobile or truck will 
have to carry after Feb. 1, will 
cost $2.09 and will be good until 
July 1, when new stickers will be 
sold at the annual rate of $5 
apiece. Other stickers at varying 
costs will be sold for all other 
types of motor vehicles and motor 
boats. 

To begin with, the Treasury is 
going to ask motorists to go to 
postoffices or revenue offices and 
buy stickers on their own initia- 
tive. A record will be kept of 
those who pay and compared with 
registration Hsts to find out how 
many people will have to be re- 
mirided of the new tax, which was 
enacted by Congress last fall. 

The first sticker will be a green 
revenue stamp showing a Liberty 
Bell design. 

The Treasury said that because 
these stamps have an actual value, 
they will be sold only for cash or 
money orders or certified checks. 
No personal checks will be ac 
cepted.

He 
was not able to testify at the in- 
quest, having been seriously in- 
jured. He is stil] at St. Anthony’s 
Hospital.

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EDEN DENIES ANY 
BRITISH NEGLECT 
IN PREPARATIONS 
AT SINGAPORE 


Malayan Defense Constant- 
ly Weighed, He Tells 
Commons — Attlee Ad- 
mits Lack of Means, Not 
of Foresight. 


LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden denied in 
the House of Commons today that 
there had been any “neglect” by 
the Government in preparing the 
defense of Singapore against Jap- 
anese attack, declaring, “if we 
were wrong it was a deliberate de- 
cision and not one based on neg- 
lect.” 

He said the problem of Malayan 
defense was weighed each time the 
War Cabinet considered sending 
reinforcements to the Middle East 
or Russia. He reminded the House 
that the Singapore defenses had 
been strengthened many times 
since 1939. 

Seemingly countering a charge 
that the Dominions were not fully 
informed on the war effort, Eden 
stated that, while he was in Mos- 
cow recently, the Dominions re- 
ceived full information on conver- 
gations he had with Joseph Stalin. 

Eden said Prime Minister W. L. 
Mackenzie King of Canada and 
Prime Minister Peter Fraser of 
New Zealand had expressed satis- 
faction with the present represen- 
tation in the war effort but that 
“a different view has been taken 
by Australia.” 

The question of Dominion rep- 
resentation in the Allied war 
council “must be left to (Prime 
Minister) Churchill,’ Eden said. 

Part in Russian Effort. 

He rejected a suggestion that 
munitions sent to Russia should 
have been allocated to Singapore, 
saying that he knew that supplies 
had “played a very valuable part 
in the Russian military effort.” 

Eden also denied that the earlier 
decision to aid Greece was “senti- 
mental.” He declared that it was 
taken with full concurrence of 
military authorities. And he re- 
peated that the Yugoslav coup 
d’etat with subsequent resistance 
to the Germans, coupled with the 
action of British troops in Greece, 
had delayed the German attack on 
Russia by six weeks. 

This point was cheered by the 
House. 

Eden said, too, that he had called 
Britain’s ministers at Ankara and 
Teheran to Moscow “because I 
thought it probable that the Ger- 
mans would try to make mischief 
in Turkey, particularly out of my 
visit to Moscow.” 

“And in that,” he added, “I was 
not disappointed.” 

Attlee Defends Course. 

Major Clement R,. Attlee, Lord 
Privy Seal, indicated impending 
removal or transfer for Alfred 
Duff Cooper, resident commis- 
sioner for Far Eastern affairs, 
when he said in a written reply 
to a Commons question that “the 
appointment of a supreme com- 
mander in chief in the Southwest 
Pacific has necessitated a review 
of functions” assigned to Duff 
Cooper there. 

Attlee, speaking as Prime Min- 
ister Churchill’s deputy told the 
Commons frankly that Britain did 
not have sufficient resources for 
complete preparation against the 
Japanese, who, he declared, at 
present have the most powerful 
fleet in the Pacific. 

At the same time, Air Minister 
Sir Archibald Sinclair déclared in 
a luncheon speech that Britain had 
not underestimated the strength 
of Japan, but undertook the risks 
of the Far East campaign with 
full confidence in United States 
help. 

The Air Minister added, how- 
ever, that Allied squadrons now 
operating in the Far East “are 
not going to be left unsupported.” 

Colonial Secretary Lord Moyne 
in the House of Lords declared 
that naval disasters had tipped the 
balance of seapower temporarily 
in favor of Japan in the Far East, 
but said “prompt measures are be- 
ing taken to counter her initial ad- 
vantage.” 

His Summarizations. 

In a broad summarization of the 
war Attlee told the Commons: 

“The fact that the United States 
ras entered the wa: on our side 
has determined the result of the 
war but does not offset the ad- 
vantages that accrue to Japan in 
the beginning... .” 

He declared that, even if Brit- 
ain had increased its own produc- 
tion to the utmost, it could not 
produce enough arms at present 
for the Far East to equal the 
strong military force of Japan. 

Attlee said the fact that Britain’s 
Pacific positions were less strongly 
garrisoned and equipped than 
might have been wished was not 
due to lack of foresight. Rather, 
he said, it was because it was be- 
yond Britain’s resources to be 
strong everywhere. 

But he drew a sharp picture of 
Britain’s utilization of its strength 
where it was concentrated and 
gave an optimistic broad view of 
the war.

LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Fear 
that the British Isles might be- 
come an American outpost was 
openly expressed today by two 
members of the House of Com- 
mons in commenting on results of 
the Washington conferences, 

Laborite Richard Rapier Stokes 
said, “I hate to think of the mili- 
tary center of control shifting to 
Washington. It gives me a nasty 
feeling—I have had it for many 
months—indeed, I might say for 
years—that we may find ourselves 
reduced to what I term occupying 
the position of America’s Helgo- 
land off the coast of Europe.” 

Edgar Louis Granville, Liberal, 
said: “We may have to choose 
between whether this island shall 
be a western outpost of totalitarian 
Europe or the eastern outpost of 
an American-controlled  civiliza- 
tion.” 

The United States’ preparedness 
for the war in the Pacific also 
came in for criticism. After re- 
marking that American vessels 
were “surprised” by the Japanese 
attack when “they ought to have 


been on the other side of the Pa- 
cific in Singapore,” Sir George 
Jeffreys said: 

“With regard to the proposal 
that the commander of the Ameri- 
can fleet should be the commander 
of our fleet in the Far East, the 
American fleet has not begun this 
war well and American personnel 
has no experience of modern war 
whatever. It took no part in any 
fighting in the last war, I doubt 
whether British seamen will like 
serving under a foreign command.” 

The first comment along this 
line had come from Commander 
Sir Archibald Southby, Conserva-' 
tive, who said that Russian and 
African successes do not offset the 
loss of Guam and other islands to 
Japan. 

“It might have been better,” 
Southby said, “if the United 
States had augmented the defense 
of those vitally important places 
rather than expended time and 
material in creation of the bases 
which we have leased to them in 
the West Indies and Newfound- 
land.” 


ALLIES WILL COMPILE 
LIST OF ‘NAZI CRIMES’ 
IN OCCUPIED COUNTRIES 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (AP). 
HE British radio said last 
T night that representatives of 
all allied governments would 
meet in London next week “to 
catalogue German crimes 
throughout occupied Europe.” 

“Holland, Belgium, Norway, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Greece and the British, 
United States and Russian Gov- 
ernments will be present,” the 
announcer said. “It will be one 
of the most terrible indictments 
in all recorded history.” 

The British radio disclosed 
last Oct, 7 that Britain was col- 
lecting evidence on cases of 
German oppression, and compil- 
ing names of the individuals 
immediately responsible,

From the Malaya front, however,

Attlee said the visit of Churchill, 
Minister of Supply Lord Beaver- 
brook and high British staff of- 
ficers to Washington had achieved 
a degree of co-operation with the 
United States which would not 
have been possible otherwise. He 
called the establishment of unified 
commands in the Far East a “con- 
siderable achievement” for the war 
effort.

Axis Medical Officer Explains

CAIRO, Jan. 8 (AP).—Cautious- 
ly, under a white flag, an Italian 


medical officer brought five in- 
jured British airmen out from the 
Axis defense lines at Halfaya 
Pass to the siege lines of South 
African forces, it was reported 
last night. 

The Italian explained that the 
airmen were hurt in the crash of

Temperature Drops to 2 Below, 
Coldest Here Since January, 1940 


Minimum at Airport Is 4 Below—Dealers Re- 


port Supply of Anti-Freeze for 
Autos Dwindling. 


St. Louisans, who Have not ex- 
perienced above-freezing weather 
since New Year’s day, shivered 
and shook and sympathized with 
Russian soldiers as the thermome- 
ter stood at 2 degrees below zero 
from 4 to 7 a. m. today and re- 
mained a few degrees above zero 
throughout the morning. 

Last night’s minimum was the 
lowest temperature recorded here 
since Jan. 26, 1940, when it was 
three degrees below Zero. 

At Lambert-St. Louis Field, the 
minimum was 4 below zero at 4:30 
a. m. 

Pedestrians scurried along the 
sidewalks, their faces pinched with 
cold, Automobiles trailed plumes 
of white exhaust. 

The city really had two cold 
spells since last Thursday, the 
Weather Bureau reported. The 
first lasted from Thursday until 
Monday, when the thermometer 
climbed to 20 degrees. 

On Tuesday the temperature 
reached 30, but dropped again that 
night and did not go above 10 until 
this afternoon. 

Most filling stations and garages 
reported their supplies of anti- 
freeze compounds for automobile 
radiators were dwindling or ex- 
hausted. The retail price jumped 
from $1 to $1.50 a gallon for alcohol- 
base anti-freeze solutions, 
Wholesalers and distributors had 
no anti-freeze mixtures of any kind 
and said they had no idea when 
they would be able to replenish 


their stocks, as chemicals used 
in the compounds also are import- 
ant in defense industries. 

Ali the buildings at the Zoo, 
except the reptile building, were 
closed today because of the cold. 
The polar bear cubs, nevertheless, 
took to their swimming pool and 
the two pandas romped about in 
their pit. 

The Mississippi carried large 
ice floes. The Weather Bureau re- 
ported the river was frozen over 
at Grafton, Ill., about.30 miles up- 
stream. Weather Bureau officials 
asserted that the river here might 
become jammed with ice, but could 
hardly freeze solidly because of 
the current.

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GHARGES. $50,000 
WAS ASKED FOR 
CTY OK ON FUEL 


Chemist Testifies Demo- 
cratic Committeeman So- 
licited Fee—Man He 
Names Denies It. 


James A. Storm, chemist, who 
professes to have a plan for chem- 
ical treatment of Illinois coal to 
produce a cheap smokeless fuel, 
told a special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen today that a 
prominent member of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, whom he 
named, offered to get the sale of 
Storm’s fuel authorized in St. 
Louis for a $50,000 fee. 

Storm testified that the politician 
visited his laboratory in the sum- 


mer of 1940, and said to him that 
“for a price, smoke law or no law,” 
he could get the fuel admitted to 
sale in St. Louis. Storm had been 
unsuccessful previously in getting 
the approval of Smoke Commis- 
sioner RaymondeR. Tucker for the 
sale of his fuel, because the form- 
ula was not made public, Tucker’s 
reason was that some chemicals 
might cause the discharge of poi- 
sonous gases which would be as 
harmful as smoke. 

Storm said the committeeman 
soon afterward told him that for 
$50,000 he would “guarantee to get 
my processed fuel admitted to the 
St. Louis market.” , 

Contract Drawn Up. 

“A contract was drawn wp,” 
Storm said, “but an attorney whom 
I consulted advised me not to enter 
into any such agreement, and so I 
told this man that I would not 
pay $50,000, or 50 cents; also that 
he would not be empowered to act 
as my attorney without a written 
contract. 

“However, he continued to be in- 
terested in the matter, and soon 
afterward told me he had talked to 
city officials, and to an influential 
member of the Democratic City 
Committee, and that it was ‘all set’ 
for my fuel to get in, whether I 
chose to make known the formula 
or not.” " 

The politician named by Storm, 
when told of the statement made 
before the committee, said the 
chemist’s statement was untrue. 
He said he acted as Storm’s attor- 
ney for a time in 1940, and accom- 
panied Storm to conferences with 
Tucker, who demanded a copy of 
Storm’s formula for chemical 
analysis. 

“Storm refused, and that ended 
it, so far as I was concerned,” he 
said,

Ickes Urges 40-Mile Speed Limit 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
petroleum co-ordinator, today as- 
sured the nation theré was “no 
immediate prospect” of gasoline 
rationing as a war measure. He 
suggested at his press conference, 
however, that great savings in 
rubber, gasoline and automotive 
equipment could be accomplished 
through setting of a national speed 
limit at 40 miles an hour, and he 
announced such a limit was being 
established at once in all the na- 
tional parks under his jurisdiction. 
The rubber shortage, Ickes said, 
would postpone or obviate any 
need for gasoline rationing. His 
aids have estimated that tire ra- 
tioning would result in a 35 per 
cent reduction in civilian gasoline 
consumption in 1942,. . | 

As to the 40-mile speed limit, 
he told reporters the principal 
problem now was the _ rubber 
shortage, and he felt that, if the 
governors of the various states 
were to be requested to reduce 
highway speeds, the call should be 
issued by authorities dealing with 
rubber supply. 

Ickes disclosed that his office 
was exploring the possibilities of 
making large quantities of syn- 
thetic rubber from petroleum. He 
pointed out that virtually the same 
materials were needed to produce 
100-octane aviation gasoline and 
synthetic rubber from oil. 
Industries depending on coal and 
coke for fuel and raw materials 
were warned by Ickes to build up 


their storage piles quickly, “while 
‘surplus mine-and transportation 
facilities are available.” 

“Consumers who are caught 
without adequate coal _ stocks 
when the full force of the war 
program and its repercussions 
break upon the nation,” he said, 
“may find themselves in a precari- 
ous position.” 

While foreseeing no immediate 
prospect of a coal shortage, Ickes, 
who is also solid fuels co-ordina- 
tor, cautioned against transporta- 
tion difficulties “in view of the 
tremendous war program now 
gathering momentum.” =

pirsoner of the Japanese, This will 


not be cerified until the Interna- 
tional Red Cross or the Swiss make 


a check of prisoners taken with 


the fall of Hongkong. It is just 
possible, but hardly probable, that 
Alsop succeeded, as did some oth- 
ers, in escaping by a small boat 
from Hongkong Island to the Chi- 
nese-held mainland, 


Although he was in the employ 
of Chiang Kai-shek, Alsop is an 
American citizen and as such has 
the status of a prisoner of war. 
Powell, also an American citizen

It Would Be a Great 
Factor in Keeping Up 


Morale of the Country 


However, They Declare That No Exceptions Should 
Be Made for Players Capable of Serving in the 
Military Forces — Games May Not Be as Good, 


But What’s the Difference, Asks Rep. Andrews. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Members of Congress went to bat 


today for wartime continuance of 


professional baseball. 


They contended that the national pastime was a powerful factor in 
keeping high the country’s morale, and should be kept going even 
though some of the game’s outstanding stars may be with the armed 


forces. 


“It would be foolish to do other- 
wise,” commented House Minority 
Leader Joseph Martin (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, who played short- 
stop on a semi-pro team in his 
home town of North Attleboro 
years ago. “Morale must be main- 
tained.” 

It’s a Matter of Morale. 

While maintaining that no ex- 
ceptions should be made for base- 
ball players capable of military 
service, the Republican leader said 
that professional teams could pro- 
vide good competition, as well as 
relaxation for the fans, by using 
players in the upper and lower age 
brackets. 

“I’m for keeping it going,” de- 
clared Representative Edward A. 
Kelly (Dem.), Illinois. “It’s a mat- 
ter of morale and recreation. And 
by keeping pro ball going, we en- 
courage amateur baseball, which 
‘in turn builds up bodies of our 
youngsters. And that’s what we 
need today.” Kelly, in days gone 
by, caught for Toledo in the Amer- 
ican Association, and played in 
the Ohio State and Central leagues. 

Representative James W. Wads- 
worth (Rep.), New York, an All- 
America first baseman while at 
Yale, expressed belief that the 
caliber of big league competition 
would be reduced and that the 
farm systems would be stripped of 
many promising young players. 

What's the Difference? 

“But,” he added, “I don’t believe 
in draping the whole country in 
black. Certainly, professional base- 
ball should be continued during 
the war. It encourages sports,) 
helps preserve morale, and pro- 
vides outdoor relaxation for thou- 
sands.” 

“They may not. play as good 
ball,” said Representative Walter 
G. Andrews (Rep.), New York, a 
Princeton football player in his 
college days and later head coach 
of his alma mater’s eleven, “but 
what difference does that make?” 

“Professional baseball has a 
place in the country, even in time 
of war. And I think that the ex- 
ample set by two of the game’s 
greatest players, Sergt. Greenberg 
and Bob Feller, is a good thing for 
the country.” 

Hank Greenberg, slugging. De- 
troit outfielder, recently re-enlisted 
in the Army after expiration of 
his year’s training period, while 
Bob Feller, ace of the Cleveland 
mound staff, signed up for Navy 
duty with the hope that he would 
be able “to pitch a few strikes for 
Uncle Sam.”

Fan’s Nomination for 
Place in Hall of Fame. 
B ASEBALL writers are voting 


for new candidates for the 
game’s Hall of Fame at 
Cooperstown, N. Y. and J. J.

nominations. 

Mahoney suggests that a plaque 
be placed in the Hall of Fame, 
bearing the name of Edward L., 
Grant. The idea undoubtedly 
will take hold. 

Eddie Grant was an infielder 
with the New York Giants in 
1915, his last year as a ball play- 
er. When the Lusitania was 
sunk by a German submarine, 
he announced that he was going 
into the bigger game of fighting 
for his country. - He entered the 
‘training camp for officers at 

Plattsburg, the record books in- 

form us, and “completed the 

course with such distinction that 
he was commissioned a captain 
in the infantry.” Attached to 
the 307th Regiment, at Camp 

Upton, he went to France with 
the first embarkation of Ameri- 
can troops for the European 
front. ‘ 

Word. that Eddie Grant had 
been killed in action was con- 
veyed to friends in America Oct. 
21, 1918, in a telegram which 
said: 

“With the American Army 
northwest of Verdun, Oct. 21.— 
Capt. Edward L. Grant, former 
third baseman of the New York 
National League Club, and at- 
tached to the 307th Infantry, was 
killed by a shell while leading a 
unit to the aid of the famous 
‘Lost Battalion.’ The battalion 
was surrounded for five days in 
the Argonne Forest and Capt. 
Grant was killed during one of 
the attempts to reach it.” 

Mahoney thinks it would be 
fitting at this time to make 
room in the Hall of Fame for 
Eddie Grant, the only major 
league player killed in action in 
World War No. 1. 

Many of the ballots already 
have been sent in by baseball 
writers and probably none 
thought of putting Eddie Grant’s 
name in the list. But those who 
hear about J. J. Mahoney’s 
suggestion probably will be glad 
to send a request that Grant’s 
name be written in, and at the 
top of the ballot. 


Baseball Contracts 


Include War Clause. 


ASEBALL contracts will be 
Beene out as usual this year, 

Branch Rickey of the Cardi- 
nals has informed the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“We will carry on as nearly 
normally as possible,” Rickey 
said. “That is, we are planning 
for the next baseball season the 
same as we planned for a new 
season when there was no war.” 

Baseball prepared for the 
emergency more than a year ago. 
Contracts sent out last year in- 
cluded a war clause and the 
same paragraph is included in 
the contracts that are being sent 
out to players for the 1942 sea- 
son. In effect, it stipulates that 
the contract is subject to Fed- 
eral or state legislation and any 
governmental action respecting 
the military, naval or other 
armed forces, which may affect 
an individual, a club or a 
league. The contract delegates 
to the Commissioner of Baseball, 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, the 
right to suspend all baseball 
contracts during a. national 
emergency. 

Baseball, however, expects to 
carry on through the 1942 sea- 
son and other seasons during the 
emergency. Baseball men as- 
sume and indicate that they 
have been informed unofficially, 
that insofar as possible the 
normal way of American life is 
to be maintained. And the nor- 
mal way of life includes enter- 
tainment, the theater and sports 
activities. 

While expecting major league 
baseball to carry on, however, 
many men close to the picture 
are prepared for a suspension in 
many minor leagues. Night base- 
ball is likely to disappear from 
the scene, because of blackout 
possibilities and in the interest 
of power conservation. : 

There is one factor the base- 
ball men wonder about. That is 
fan reaction. And, of course, the 
fans could close the baseball 
gates in a hurry. If they stay 
away in large numbers, making 
the operation of the huge major 
league plants a losing proposi- 
tion, the club owners may see 
an emergency of their own. That, 
however, is only a remote possi- 
bility. It is more likely that base- 
ball will furnish a welcome re- 
lawation from the work and 
worries of the days ahead,

OPPONENT OF NICK 
GETS HS JOB AS 


BUSINESS AGENT 


Elmer Moran Paid Half of 
$250 a Week Formerly 
Drawn by Racketeer 


Now in Prison. 


Elmer Moran, stagehand at the 
Norside Theater and a member of 
the anti-Nick faction of the AFL 
Stagehands’ Union, Local No. 6, 
has replaced John P. Nick, rack- 
eteer, as business agent of the 
local, it is learned today. Moran 
will receive $125 a week, only half 
the salary Nick drew. 

Nick entered the new Federal 
penitentiary at Terre Haute, Ind., 
last Friday under a five-year sen- 
tence for violating the Federal 
anti-racketeering act when he dom- 
inated the motion picture opera- 
tors’ union, which is affiliated 
with the stagehands’ union. 

Newlin Still Secretary. 

Nick, who drew $250 a week as 
business agent, appointed the union 
secretary, C. Orville Newlin, as his 
assistant. When Nick was out of 
town, he paid Newlin $125 a week 
for substituting for him as business 
agent. Although he is no! longer 
assistant business agent, Newlin 

will continue to draw a nominal 
salary as secretary of the local. 

The question of who would be 
appointed to fill Nick’s unexpired 
term, which ends next April, was 
important to union members, since 
Nick could maintain his influence 
in the union if one of his associ- 
ates got the job. 

When the union met last Monday 
midnight, the president, Leo 
Scharfenberg, was absent and 
James McGinn, vice-president, an 
anti-Nick man, presided. McGinn 
announced that he was appointing 
Moran to fill the unexpired term 
—and that was that. 

* Fist Fight With Nick’s Brother. 

The meeting was marked by a 
fist fight between Arthur L. Swan- 
son, stagehand at the American 
Theater and member of the union 
for 34 years, and Joseph Nick, 
brother of John, who was acting 
as guard at the door. 

When John Nick’s name was 
read during rolicall, Swanson 
turned toward Joseph Nick and 
remarked sarcastically, “My broth- 
er’s local”—a phrase frequently 
used by Joseph to describe the 
stagehands’ union. 

As Swanson left the meeting, 
held at the union office, 4 South 
Eighth street, Nick, a 200-pound 
six-footer, followed him into the 


corridor and knocked him down, |

CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP).—Efforts 
to get an increased supply of scrap 
metal--essential to the production 
of steel for armament purposes— 


have met an obstacle in cold 
weather, ‘industrial salvage circles 
said today. 

Lack of scrap is creating a ser- 
lous problem in the war program, 
according to steel makers, because 
scrap must be used to manufac- 
ture finished steel. Smaller plants 
particularly, these sources said, are 
dependent on a steady and abund- 
ant flow. 

In the last few days, when it 
was hoped collecting would in- 
crease, the trade has remained 
quiet. Salvage circles attribute 
this to the cold, saying it has pre- 
vented dealers from canvassing 
the countryside for material. 


Effects on the shortage were evi- 
dent this week when the Great 
Lakes Steel Corporation, Detroit 
subsidiary of National Steel Cor- 
poration, shut four of its 16 dpen 
thearth furnaces for lack of enough 
scrap to keep them going. 

Sharon Steel Corporation, with 
plants in the Youngstown, O., dis- 
trict, has announced it expected to 
close an open hearth furnace late 
this week for the same reason. 

The shortage is not confined to 
relatively small producers. Repre- 
sentatives of Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Corporation, largest subsidiary of

Japanese Using Desperate Means 
To: Seize Singapore in a Hurry 


Eliot Says. 


Landing Behind British Lines in Jungles, 
Risking Being Cut Off Entirely From Sup- 
plies by Allied Thrust From Burma, Maj. 


The desperate measure of the 
Japanese determination to advance 
is indicated by their use of junks 
and sampans to carry landing par- 
ties down the coast behind the 
British flank. While such landing 
forces cannot be properly support- 
ed and may well be wiped out one 
after the other, they create diver- 
sions behind the British lines and 
tend to weaken the British abil- 
ity to carry out counterattacks on 
the main front. It may be added 
that it is a little difficult to un- 
derstand how it is possible that 
the Japanese do this sort of thing 
successfully, for they have no na- 
val strength in the Strait of Ma- 
lacca and a few well-handled coastal, 
motor boats or other light naval 
craft should be able to make 
mincemeat of any flotilla of troop- 
carrying junks. 

The main Japanese pressure con- 
tinues to be down the west coast 
along the only good highway lead- 
ing to Singapore. There is, how- 
ever, a Japanese threat develop- 
ing at Kuantan on the east coast. 
From Kuantan the only transverse 
road crossing the peninsula ‘to the 
main highway begins. It is along 
this road that the British defend- 
ers of Kuantan are retiring west- 
ward. This transverse road joins 
the main highway at Kuala Kubu; 
it does not appear that the. Japa- 
nese main advance southward has 
as yet reached this point. If, how- 
ever, the two Japanese forces, the 
principal one coming down the 
main. road and the landing force 
from Kuantan, can effect a junc- 
tion at Kuala Kubu, they will have 
gained something which the Japa- 
nese have not hitherto enjoyed— 
direct communications between 
their east and west forces and a 
lateral line of communications by 
which sea-borne supplies can be 
brought directly to the main fight- 
ing front instead of having to come 
down the long road from Thailand. 


Threat From Burma. 


It is indeed this problem of sup- 
ply and communications that is 
causing the Japanese their princi- 
pal anxieties at the moment, As 
long as their main effort is en- 
tirely dependent on the railway 
and road through the narrow Ma- 
lay peninsula, they must always be 
worried lest this line be cut by an 
advance of British troops from 
Burma. It is to protect this line, 
undoubtedly, that they have taken 
the trouble to occupy the Burmese 
airports at Victoria Point and Bok- 
pyin. Nevertheless, they must now 
be watching with increasing anx- 
jety the gathering of British and 
Chinese forces along the Burma- 
Thailand frontier. 

It is true that this frontier is a 
very difficult one, with bad com- 
munications, The only highway 
from Burma into Thailand lies in 
the far north, riinning from Man- 
dalay through very mountainous 
country to reach. the northern 
branch of the Thai State railways 
at Lampang, about 300 miles-north 
of Bangkok. From Moulmein, an

There are points at 
which a comparatively minor ad- 
vance would cut the railway and 
highway and leave the Japanese 
in Malaya entirely dependent on 
seaborne supplies reaching ports on 
the east coast of the Malaya penin- 
sula. Should the British-Chinese 
armies establish themselves firmly 
astride this line of communica- 
tions, they might even be able to 
advance southward and attack the 
Japanese in Malaya from the rear.

RIBBENTROP VISITS HORTHY 


BERLIN, Jan. 8 (Official broad- 
cast recorded by AP).— German 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop arrived with his suite in 
Budapest today after a two-day 
visit with the Hungarian Regent, 
Admiral Nicholas Horthy, in the 
country. 

He was greeted by Dr. Il. de 
Bardossy, Hungarian Premier and 
Foreign Minister, members of the 
Hungarian Government, and the 
German legation.

Since then the Soviet 
press has expressed no editorial 
opinion whatsoever toward the Pa- 
cific war except D. Zazlavsky’s 
scathing criticism of Manila for de- 
claring itself an open city. 
| An news columns the Far East- 
ern conflict has been given promi- 
nent attention daily, though reports 
are largely confined to communi- 
ques from various warring govern- 
ments. Japanese communiques 
consistently occupy a subordinate 
position below British and Ameri- 
can reports and are seldom given 
more than a paragraph. 

Public opinion in Russia and the 
opinion of all the Red Army offi- 
cers with whom I have talked is 
whole-heartedly behind Britain 
and America in their Pacific strug- 
gle. For the time being it is tak- 
ing nearly all Russia’s strength 
and resources to beat back the 
Germans, 

Recent successes have made the 
Russians surer of their strength 
on all frontiers. But they realize 
that mighty trials still lie ahead in 
the war with Germany and that to 
defeat Hitlerism in the shortest 
possible time is the most vital con- 
sideration in bringing peace on a 
world-wide scale. Toward this end 
they have harnessed the whole na- 
tion and have little to spare for 
other purposes. 


Bursting like a bomb on the un- 
suspecting public, the Ruiz-Guin- 
azu statement caused immense 
commotion. The afternoon news- 
papers abstained from comment 
due to the state of siege regula- 
tions. But La Vanguardia, the or- 
gan of the Socialist party and the 
outstanding democratic spokesman 
here, was suppressed last night for 
criticising the Government’s non- 
Pan American and non-democratic 
policy. 

Echoing European nations who 
insisted on their sovereign rights 
in answer to the collective security 
pleas at Geneva of the then 
Russian Foreign Minister Maxim 
M. Litvinoff, during the heyday of 
League of Nation efforts to stop 
aggressor nations, Dr. Ruiz Guin- 
azu declared: 

“International agreements de- 
pend on national interests.” Taken 
in conjunction with this statement 
that “solidarity is not automatic,” 
he is understood to mean that 
Argentina finds itself unobligated 
to Pan American undertakings ex- 
cept when, as, and if the national 
interests of that moment justify 
the observance of those under- 
takings. 

The attitude is the same which 
led one European country after 
another to fight over words, to 
refuse to unite for collective se- 
curity when the Fascist and later 
the Nazi threat was growing in 
Europe and which led to their in- 
dividual defeat by Hitler when the 
time arrived for each to be swal- 
lowed. 

Dr. Ruiz Guinazi took the occa- 
sion to correct the impression 
that Argentina was a member of 
the American family of nations. 
He stated: “The Argentine Gov- 
ernment is linked by treaties with 
the Pan American political sys- 
tem,” thus carefully implying that 


his Government does not consider 
itself a part of that system. 

Stating that Argentina will not 
accept military agreements or 
“pre-belligerency” commitments at 
Rio, Dr. Ruiz Guinazu practically 
eliminated Argentina’s participa- 
tion in about half of the Rio con+ 
ference agenda. 

“Pre-belligerency” measures may 
be considered to include convoying 
merchant ships, financial and eco- 
nomic sanctions, including freezing 
of Axis funds and control of sub- 
versive activities in which Axis 
diplomats and consular agents také 
part since all these measures can 
lead to belligerency.

The Chinese Army: Grand Scrappers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


S the episodes of the war against the 

Axis powers multiply in the Orient, 
astonishing revelations are taking place. 
The heretofore seemingly feeble re- 
sistance offered by the Chinese Army 
against aggression began to be more 
heroic each day. 

This is not because the Chinese Army 
has become suddenly powerful with the 
entrance of the United Nations on its 
side, but rather because the battles 
fought by the Chinese Army since 1937 
have begun to command new respect. 

The facts are now plain. Nation after 
nation has succumbed to the rolling 
wheels of Hitler’s military machine. Even 
when mighty France crumbled and the 
very threshold of the British Empire 
was threatened, the four-year-old strug- 
gle put up by China was simply recog- 
nized as a second-class war waged by 
second-class nations. 

With the-recent turn of events in the 
Far East, startling truths are revealed. 
Hongkong, the mighty British fortress in 
China, second only to Singapore in the 
Orient, fell within a couple of weeks. 
Manila, the chief American outpost in 
Asiatic waters, was lost within a month 
after declaration of war. 

Now we are struggling to save Singa- 
pore before it, too, meets the same 
fate. The Japs have certainly proved 
themselves as bad a menace as Hitler. 

Let us review a single incident of the 
struggle put up by the feeble Chinese 
Army. Take, for instance, Shanghai. 
The city was hopelessly without any form 
of defense. 

As a matter of fact, the Japs already 
had a base there through the Japanese 
Concession. The relics of Fort Woosung 
had been rendered ineffective after the 
battle in 1932. The Chinese Government 
was obliged by treaty (1932) to be able 
to maintain its Army only at a safe dis- 
tance from the outskirts of the city. 

The Chinese Army has a reputation 
throughout the world as being poorly 
equipped and poorly trained. Yet in 
August, 1937, this same Army dug in at 
Shanghai and held it against the Japs 
for six months. 

I am not trying to criticise the Ameri- 
can Army in the Philippines. Our boys 
there are giving the Japs hell for what 
they are getting. Unfortunately, our boys 
are vastly outnumbered as to equipment 


RED, WHITE AND BLUE FIGURES. 

To the old-fashioned budget-balancer (a species 
which flourished in that remote, bygone era of 1933- 
39), who might suddenly come upon the President’s 
budget, say in a dark hallway, the shock would 
probably be fatal. But the O. F, B. B. is already one 
with the great auk and the troglodyte, so it doesn’t 
matter. 

With Pearl Harbor in mind, the budget is just 
what the patient expected the doctor to prescribe. 
The nation got a preview of it yesterday when the 
President told all and sundry, including anyone in 
Tokyo or Berlin who might have been listening in, 
that the United States is going to spend 56 billions 
of dollars, for war purposes alone, in the period 
from July 1, 1942, to June 30, 1943. To those Tokyo- 
Berlin listeners who might not understand English 
very well, the President translated these billions into 
terms of planes, tanks and so on. 

There is no argument in this country about, the 
56 billions, except that there are some economists 
who do not believe it will be possible to spend that 
much money in the next fiscal year. That point 
however, having to do with administrative efficiency 
and productive capacity, is another story. The fact 
is we are going to try to spend 56 billions. 

The next question for the budgeteer is, How is 
the money to be raised? Speaking in round num- 
bers, the Government will raise in taxes, during the 
current fiscal year, 18 billion dollars. The budget 
proposes new taxes, including increased social secur- 
ity levies, of nine billion dollars. Thus, the estimated 
tax revenue from July 1, 1942, to June 30, 1943, is 
27 billion dollars. Adding normal Government ex- 
penditures to war outlays, the total deficit for the 
fiscal year will be more than 35 billion dollars. 

This deficit will have to be made up from bor- 
rowed funds, and that is where defense bonds and 
other Government securities come in. The Govern- 
ment is‘ looking to the people to lend this money, 
and it has several ideas in mind. The most impor- 
tant one is that the money is immediately necessary 
for the purchase of tanks, planes and guns. Second, 
the loan of such funds will take excess purchasing 
power out of the private purse and act as a 
brake on inflation. Third, in the post-war period, 
these savings will be releasable as a curb against 
depression, though this point is questionable. 

No such war as we are in can operate on a pay- 
as-you-go basis because the imposition of taxes neces- 
sary to meet war costs would paralyze economic 
life. But a partial application of the pay-as-you-go 
principle has been made. The tax bill of last year, 
estimated to yield three and a half billions of addi- 
tional revenue, was pretty tough. The new tax 
bills, designed to raise nine more billions, will be 
tougher. But the country has to take it. We 
cannot blithely attempt to pass the buck to future 
generations without inviting economic collapse, re- 
pudiation and anarchy. 

What will be the nature of the new taxes? This 
is not known. However, the budget message con- 
tains strong hints. It suggests strengthening pres- 
ent tax laws to close loopholes, one of those loop- 
holes being the community-property racket prac- 
ticed by some Western states; termination of the 
issuance of state and local tax-exempt bonds; lower 
exemptions in estate and gift taxes; perfecting per- 
sonal and corporation income taxation, and it lays 
strong emphasis on recapture of excess profits. 

In addition, the President urges Congress to con- 
sider other tax proposals that have been made, such 
as collection of income taxes at the source, payroll 
taxes and excise taxes. A strong warning is given 
that the country may have to resort to a general 
sales tax, which the President points out he has

In general, we think it is wiser to handle the 
problem of sedition as the English have done, 
coolly. The moment, however, that there is 
incitement against the Government or the war 
effort, as there was in the case of the Minneap- 
olis labor. leaders, we act.

Our total war expenditure was 39 billion dol- 
lars, incurred in terms of 1917, 1918, 1919 and 
1920 dollars. In terms of the purchasing power 
of 1913 dollars, it would have been only 13 bil- 
lion dollars. Such a grotesque result would be 
almost unbelievable were the figures not living 
facts. 


Because adequate safeguards against price infla- 
tion were lacking, America had to spend 39 billion 
dollars to do what 13 billion pre-war uninflated dol- 
lars would have done. We cannot afford a repetition 
of that colossal blunder, But if we are to avoid it, 
much stronger anti-inflation measures are necessary 
than the bill before the Senate now provides. 

America needs an over-all price-rent-wage ceiling, 
as urged eloquently by Bernard Baruch and as put 
into effect some months ago by Canada, which 
learned from bitter experience that half-hearted 
price controls are a snare and a delusion,

After Winston Churchill’s eloquent address before 
Congress, it is reported in Time, Senate Chaplain 
Ze Barney T. Phillips leaned over and whispered to 
him: “Mr. Prime Minister, you are the most perfect 
master of the English language in all the world.” 
Churchill returned the compliment by telling the 
Chaplain, “After hearing your sermon yesterday, I 
know you should be a good judge.” 
This proves that the British Prime Minister is not 
only a great orator but also a consummate diplomat. 
Any master of English who could hear such a hor- 
rible slip as “most perfect,” then unblinkingly bounce 
right back with a neat verbal bouquet, adds dis- 
tinction to the mantle of Disraeli and Paimerston. 


resisted throughout the years of the depression be- 
cause he believes it should have no part in a perma- 
nent tax system. In view of the present situation, 
he says we may have to consider the “temporary 
necessity” of such a measure. : 

When speaking in such astronomical terms as 56 
billions for a single year’s war expenditures, one 
billion seems to shrink im size. This, however, is 
to be the Government’s own contribution in the 
form of reduced non-defense expenditures. It is 
slightly under the preliminary figure offered by 
the Byrd committee, and it is to come from reduc- 
tions in AAA, WPA, CCC and NYA grants. The 
changes brought about by war have lessened the 
need represented by these agencies. 

To cite one more figure, the national budgeteer 
believes that on July 1, 1943, the country will have 
a debt of more than 110 billion dollars. The old- 
fashioned budget-balancer used to say that we would 
go to the demnition bow-wows the moment the debt 
reached 60 billion dollars. It already has passed 
that point and we have just begun to spend—and to 
fight. 

And to offer one more thought—a prosaic one, 
perhaps, but worth remembering lest figures get us 
down. Money is only a token for real wealth. It 
is not in itself real wealth. Money represents guns, 
tanks and planes. It represents food, shelter and } 
clothing. These are the basic necessities. The coun- 
try is not going to run out of guns, tanks and 
planes. It is not going to run out of food, shelter 
and clothing. 

What else really matters? 
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PRECEDENT IS NOT THE QUESTION. 

President Roosevelt has two Justices of the Su- 
preme Court under consideration for possible appoint- 
ment as head of a wartime production organization— 
Justice William O. Douglas, former SEC chairman 
and youngest member of the bench, and Justice 
James F. Byrnes, until his induction last year a 
Democratic Senator from South ‘Carolina and in 
practice, if not in name, Senate majority leader. 

It would not be necessary legally for either Justice 
mentioned, or any other Justice, to resign his seat 
on the Supreme Court in order to devote himself to 
an extra-judicial assignment, such as the one pro- 
posed. There is ample precedent for this. Two 
weeks ago, in discussing the President’s selection 
of Justice Owen J. Roberts as head of the Pearl 
Harbor inquiry board, we cited the instance of 
Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller, who not only served 
on the Venezuela-British Guiana Boundary Commis- 
sion, but later, while still Chief Justice, represented 
Great Britain on a tribunal which arbitrated an in- 
ternational dispute. 

The question is not one of precedent. It is instead 
whether the President needs go to the Supreme Court 
to obtain a man to reorganize the war production 
effort and to administer that production. That 
may turn out to be @ long job, It may run one year. 
It may run two or three years or even longer. 

The Supreme Court has its work to do—work 
which will continue, war or no war, even though 
the cases may not attract as much public attention 
as in the recent past.

O ONE who has visited The Netherlands 
N East indies during the last year is likely 

to be surprised at the manner in which 
the Dutch of the Orient are proving to be 
at the moment Japan’s most uncomfortable 
thorn in the side. 

Despite the approximation of a tropical 
paradise that the men of Holland have built 
up in their Far Eastern island empire, there 
were captious American observers who 
found the empire builders there a trifle 
stuffy, but there was none who did not real- 
ize that they were seeing a valiant people, 
without fear and without hesitation. 

That fact must have been proved back 
in the dreadful spring of 1940, half an hour 
after news came to Batavia, the attractive 
capital of the Indies, that the Germans were 
overrunning Holland, 

For at the end of that half hour, every 
German in Java, Sumatra and the other 
islands of the far-flung land was in custody 
and was on his way to a concentration 
camp. The Dutch, it developed, were not at 
all uncertain as to what was to be their 
policy. 

When I arrived in Batavia in mid-June, 
there was,little doubt about their attitude 
toward the Japanese, either. An impressive 
mission, headed by a guileful gentleman 
named Yoshizawa, had come to The Nether- 
lands Indies to attempt, chiefly by threats, 
the arrangement of a pact by which the 
Nipponese would be able to secure the high- 
ly needed military necessities they could 
find there. 

Although there was no doubt about the 
guile of Yoshizawa, he was less than a 
match even in his own field for H. J. Van 
Mook, who was the head of the Dutch dele- 
gation and who vanquished him trick for 
trick. Although the threats were constantly 
forthcoming, they were of no avail because 
the Dutch were adamant and unafraid. 

Stubbornly, craftily, blandly, the Dutch 
met and countered every move of their baf- 
fled visitors and finally Yoshizawa and his 
delegation withdrew sullenly and amid con- 
siderable loss of face, and so one of the first 
scenes I encountered in Batavia was the 
glum departure of Yoshizawa-San and gang. 

The Dutch staged the official exit hand- 
somely, formally and with great courtesy, 
clicking of heels and clinking of champagne 
glasses which left no doubt of Netherlands 
determination and Nipponese bafflement.

A Plan to Increase Production, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ETTING more equipment for less 
money, while paying better wages to 
the same men at the same time, would 
be an engineer’s idea of one aspect of 
our war problem. 

The production value of present pa- 
triotism and enthusiasm is greater than 
most people imagine: Use over-all team- 
work—everybody’s brains and sweat—for 
the best over-all result; add some self- 
interest. It will surprise some of us to 
see how output per man-hour moves up. 

My scheme is this: On a shop or plant 
basis, December, 1941, output would be 
par and draw standard wages. Increased 
output would earn at the same rate. 
Weekly earnings above the standard 
would be shared as follows—one-third 
as increased wages to workers, from 
broken fingernails to swivel chairs; one- 
third as increased profits to the manage- 
ment (before taxes); one-third to Uncle 
Sam as reduced cost on the item. 

Teamwork, using everybody’s ability, 
will increase output per man-hour. Or- 
dinary progress will show an increase of 
100 per cent by 1946 or 1950. A little stim- 
ulation will get the 1950 result in 1942 or 
1943.

~MILHAUD DECLARES 


French Composer Here to Con- 
duct Symphony Orchestra 
for His Symphony. 


Music is an essential factor in 
the maintenance of civilian morale 
in wartime, Darius Milhaud, 
French composer, conductor and 
pianist, declared to a Post-Dispatch 


reporter today. Milhaud is here 
for performanée of two of his own 
works, a symphony and a piano 
concerto, with the Symphony Or- 
chestra tomorrow afternoon and 
Saturday night. 

“The complete intellectual life 
of a community demands music 
as a balancing weight,” he said, 
adding that friends in Paris had 
written him that performances of 
the Paris Opera, with German con- 
ductors or others, were still well 
attended, usually by French audi- 
ences, 

Relaxed in an armchair in his 
room at Hotel Coronado, Milhaud 
described his reactions, in Paris, 
to the declaration of war in Sep- 
tember, 1939. In the past, com- 
posers have been able to continue 
writing during wars, he said, but 
at first he was stunned by the 
actuality of war. 

Works in Spite of War. 
“The horror of war, the thought 
of the millions of young men who 
would be killed during it, made it 
impossible for me to compose,” he 
said. “But I had been commis- 
sioned to write a symphony for the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra, the 
symphony I will conduct here. 
That knowledge brought me back 
to reality, made me work again.” 

He left Paris immediately before 
the German occupation of the city 
in June, 1940, to conduct the new 
symphony with the Chicago or- 
chestra. While sailing to the 
United States from Portugal, he 
received the offer of the position 
of professor of composition at 
Mills College, Oakland, Cal., which 
he now holds. 

Milhaud, who was born at Aix- 
en-Provence in 1892, talked with 
evident pleasure about musical life 
in America. He said there were 
several young American composers 
who showed great potentialities, 
and he was particularly impressed 
by the amount of popular interest 
in music in America, remarking, 
“The reception American audi- 
ences give new works is wonder- 
ful.” 

America’s Future in Music. 

The composer saw a great hope 
for American musical life of the 
future in higk school and college 
orchestras and glee clubs. A sup- 
porter of the theory of “utility 
music” advanced by the German 
composer Hindemith, he has writ- 
ten several works which can be 
played easily by young persons. 
He described ballets given an- 
nually at Mills College which are 
written and acted by students. 

On the subject of adapting 
music to a particular use, such 
as Shostakovitch’s attempt to por- 
tray the spirit of the Russian Bol- 
shevik movement in his Fifth Sym- 
phony, Milhaud was adamant. 
“Music should not be restricted— 
it should be completely free,” and 
he spread his hands in a broad 
gesture, 

Milhaud, 49 years old, has long 
been a close friend of Viadimir 
Golschmann, conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony. Golschmann con- 
ducted the premier performance 
of Milhaud’s ballet, “La Creation 
du Monde,” in Paris in 1923. The 
composer wrote a fanfare espe- 
cially for the St. Louis orchestra 
on its sixtieth anniversary in 1939.

Doctors Maintain Artificial 
Circulation by Hand 
During Operation. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP).—A man 
whose heart stopped beating for 
20 minutes during an operation 
has astonished the medical world 
by recovering completely. 

The unusual case was described 
today in the journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association by Dr. 
Herbert D. Adams and Dr. Leo V. 
Hand of Boston. They said it 
demonstrates that the length of 
time which heart action can stop, 
and still permit normal recovery, 
“is much longer than formerly ap- 
preciated.” 

The man’s heart stopped beating 
while he was undergoing an opera- 
tion on the left lung. Heart stim- 
ulants were injected and a quick 
incision was made to expose the 
man’s heart. 

Artificial circulation of blood 
was maintained by rhythmic com- 
pression of the heart by hand. 
Oxygen was supplied to the lungs 
by rhythmic pressure on the re- 
breathing bag used to administer 
anesthesia. 

After 20 minutes, the heart re- 
sumed its own action, the man be- 
gan to take rapid shallow breaths, 
then rapid deep breaths. His color, 
which had become almost violet, 
turned pink and the breathing be- 
came normal. The operation: was 
completed and the patient left the

Nazi Money Tactics. 

The Japanese warlords have 
stolen a page from Adolf Hitler's 
book on how to loot populations 
and alienate peoples and, like the 
master himself, have made a piece 
of funny money out of it. 

The new Japanese dollar, the 
successor in conquered Northern 
Malaya to the Straits’ dollar, is 
being issued like its European sis- 
ter, the Reichskredit Kassenchein, 
without the formality of metal 
backing. Like the Reichswehr, all 
the Japanese Army uses is the 
printing press, backed by the 
bayonet. Merchants and anyone 
else having -anything that the 
Army wants are given the choice 
of taking this money or a bayonet 
thrust. 

‘If upcountry reports are true, 
Japan’s Army has not quite 
grasped the German principle that 
this rubber money is meant as @ 
genteel substitute for looting. Like 
the Germans before the Balkans 
were added to the conquests of 
Poland, Norway and the Low 
Countries, the Japanese both 
spread this funny money and help 
themselves to loot.

Money is on exhibit here in 50 
cent, $1, $5, $10 and $50 denomina- 
tions. The $10 note is a very 
floral job by comparison with the 
prim German fakes and the Italian 
occupation money used in Greece, 
which is full of misspellings and 
mistakes in Greek grammar, It is 
printed in American treasury style: 
“The Japanese Government prom- 
ises to pay the bearer on demand,” 

There is a rich banana tree on 
one side of the $10 note and a 
tropical island on the other. The 
letters M A precede the numerals 
on the $1 denominations, possibly 
an abbreviation for Malay. 

After the Singapore newspapers’ 
careful explanations of why the

Quietly, 
they are laying the basis for a 
strong and alert nation by sup” 
plying their famflies the kind of 
food that builds strong bodies, 
steady nerves, and high morale. 

The less money there is to get 
the right kind of a diet—the more 
important is a homemaker’s good 
food judgment to the health of her 
family. The problem of assem- 
bling meals that are both nutri- 
tious and attractive is greater. 
But it can be done and it is being 
done everyday by women who shop 
intelligently, who keep food value 
uppermost in their minds as they 
plan meals. 

The first item in the low-cost 
master plan is milk. This includes 
milk to drink, milk for cooking, 
and milk in the form of cheese or 
other dairy products. Every child 
gets three to four cups a day. 
Every adult gets two to three cups, 
Each expectant mother gets one 
quart, and a nursing mother one 
and one-half quarts. It is more 
important to have the quantity of 
milk listed every day than it is 
to get milk in any special form, 
according to Doctor Stiebeling. 
Cheaper forms of milk may often 
be used in cooking. 

Next item—fruits and vegetables. 

Potatoes and sweet potatoes are 
called for about twice a day be- 
cause they are economical sources 
of many of the food values speci- 
fied in the nutrition yardstick, Dry 
beans, peas, and peanuts are called 
for two to four times a week, for 
the same reason. They. are .especi- 
ally valuable as sources of iron 
and protein in low-cost diets, 

Vitamins Rich Food 

Tomatoes, citrus fruit, or other 
vitamin-C rich foods are included 
five times a week at least. Every 
child under four is allotted one 
serving a day—every nursing 
mother, one to two servings daily. 
Among economical “other vitamin- 
C rich foods” are raw cabbage 
and raw salad greens. 

Leafy, green and yellow vege- 
tables are served in a low-cost diet 
at least six times a week. And 
everyone in the family has three 
to four eggs weekly. 

The diet plan provides ‘pix small 
servings of lean meat, fish, or 
poultry each week.

Response to Suit Over Hous- 
ing Project Hiring Says Prac- 
tice Was to Be Corrected. 


An admission of discrimination 
against Negroes in the hiring of 
skilled workers for construction of 
the Carr Square Village housing 
project is contained in a response 
filed ‘in Circuit Court today to an 
order to show cause why an in- 
junction should not be issued to 
restrain such discrimination. 

Hearing of the suit was post- 
poned for a week by Circuit Judge 
Edward M: Ruddy when he was 
informed by counsel for oth par- 
ties that an out-of-court settlement 
of the dispute was now being con- 
sidered. 

The response was filed by 
United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton on behalf of the 
Federa] Housing Authority. It is 
in the form of an affidavit by 
Housing Administrator Nathan 
Straus. 

The respense states that if the 
pending suit had not been brought, 
the United States Housing Admin- 
istration would have relied on ad- 
ministrative measures to correct 
the discriminatory practices. If 
the Court finds it has proper juris- 
diction, the affidavit continues, 
the Housing Authority requests 
the entry of an appropriate de- 
cree to aid in enforcing the non- 
discrimination covenant. 

The suit was filed last Nov. 10 
by five Negro skilled workers with 
the assistance of attorneys of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple. It charged that, in violation 
of contracts with the Housing Au- 
thority and 11 individual contrac- 
tors, no Negro skilled workers had 
been employed on the project, al- 
though the contracts’ stipulated 
that 3.2 per cent of the skilled 
workers employed should be Ne- 
groes. 


LOCKWOOD MARSHALL DENIES 
HE BEGAN DIVORCE SUIT 


Ex-St. Louisan Writes Former 
Wife, Without Cause, Charged 
He Married to Evade Draft. 
Lockwod Marshall, former St. 
Louisan now living in Los Angeles, 
has written the Post-Dispatch that 
an Associated Press story from 
Los Angeles prifted in the Post- 
Dispatch last Dec. 20, telling of 
the default divorce decree obtained 
by his second wife, Mrs. Charlotte 
Rutledge Marshall, was incorrect 
in that it stated he began the 

divorce proceedings. 

“IT was not the one who origi- 
nated the divorce proceedings,” he 
wrote, “but rather my wife, who 
charged without cause, that I had 
married her to evade the draft. 
Her attorney then proceeded to 
demand my deposition, in the 
course of which he asked whether 
I married Mrs. Marshall for the 
above purpose. 

“On receiving a negative reply, 
he asked whether the subject of 
conscription had ever been men- 
tioned between us, and I replied 
that it had once been mentioned 
jokingly by her to the effect that 
another advantage in marrying 
her would be the avoidance of 
Army duty. It was long after her 
original proceedings and then only 
upon her refusal to accept a rea- 
sonable settlement, that I filed an 
action in the case, contesting the 
divorce and defending myself 
from her divers petty charges.” 

Marshall, 35 years old, had been 
divorced in 1938 from the former 
Catherine Willett South. His sec- 
ond wife was a dancer. 


STRICTER FIRE LAW SOUGHT 


8 DROWN WHEN U. S. 
MINE PLANTER SINKS 


Had Been Sent to Aid Similar 
Ship—Sprang Leak in 
Heavy Seas. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Jan. 8 
(AP).—Army officials at Fort Con- 
stitution said eight men drowned 
in the Atlantic 20 miles off the 
Isles of Shoals early today when 
the 98-foot mine planter Arnold 
sank while being towed to port. 

The victims were believed to be 
civilians. 

The only survivor of the sinking 
was the Arnold’s master, William 
H. Chasteen of Waterford, Conn., 
who was pulled from the water 
after his boat went under. 

Sent to Aid Another, : 

The Arnold had been dispatched 
yesterday to the assistance of an- 
other mine planter, the L-88. With 
the aid of an Army plane which 
flew over the area, the Arnold 
found the L-88 and started to tow 
it to shpre. 

Later a mine sweeper met the 
two smaller craft and began tow- 
ing both of them. 

The Arnold sprang a leak while 
the three ships were being pound- 
ed by heavy. seas. 

The skipper was on the bridge 
and was thrown into the water. 
Members of the crew of the L-88 
pulled him to safety, but were un- 
able to find any of the Arnold’s 
crew. 

Search Is Futile. 

A Coast Guard boat searched the 
vicinity, but found only empty life 
belts and overturned lifeboats. 

The L-88 asked for assistance 
yesterday afternoon, when it de- 
veloped engine trouble 14 miles 
southeast of White Island. The Ar- 
nold and a Navy tug were sent to 
meet it. 

So great were the waves, the 
tug quickly was covered with ice 
and was ordered back. The mine 
sweeper was sent out to take its 
place. 


GEN. WOOD TO BE FULL-TIME 
ARMY ADVISER ON ORDNANCE 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP).—Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, chairman of the 
board of Séars, Roebuck & Co., 
will join the staff of the Army’s 
Chicago ordnance district as a full- 
time adviser, it was announced to- 
day. 

The announcement was made to- 
day by Fred A. Preston, district 
chief of the ordnance. branch. He 
disclosed also that Gen. Thomas S. 
Hammond, president of the Whit- 
ing Corporation, and James F. 
Oates Jr., an attorney, would serve 
in similar capacities. 

Gen. Wood, who headed _ the 
America First Committee before 
it was dissolved after the Pearl 
Harbor attack, will direct his at- 
tention ot the production field in 
the ordnance district.

In view of recent complaints 
about street car service Director 
of Public Utilities Max H. Doyne 
has asked the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. for the schedules of all 
its street car lines. He will study 
the schedules for possibilities of 
improvement in service. 

Doyne told reporters that he rec- 
ognized the burden placed on mass 
transportation agencies by the in- 


crease in travel accompanying ris- 
ing industrial activity and the 
large volume of defense work in 
the St. Louis area, but he thought 
present street car service was Uun- 
satisfactory. Bus, service car and 
suburban train service also is af- 
fected by the great increase in 
travel. 

The city has no authority through 
Doyne’s office or any other agency 
to regulate the service of the street 
railway system. This function is 
placed by law in the State Public 
Service Commission. The city,

SWEPT BY FIRE 


Blazes Break Out 35 

' Blocks Apart on City’s 
Coldest Day in Six Years 
—Two Firemen Hurt. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (AP).~A 
five-alarm fire swept a midtown 
Hudson river. pier today—the cold- 
est day in six years—and it was 
hardly under control before a four- 
alarm blaze was discovered in a 
six-story warehouse 35 blocks away. 

Spray from the firemen’s hoses 
flew through the early morning air 


like pellets and streams of water 
froze almost immediately on con- 
tact with the burning structures. 

Sidewalks, fire apparatus and 
firemen’s clothing and . helmets 
were glazed with ice by the near- 
zero weather. Two firemen were 
injured in the pier fire and a third 
Was rescued from the icy waters 
of the river. 

Fire Marshal Thomas Brophy 
gaid the fire did not appear to be 
of suspicious origin. i 

Two large two-story frame build- 
ings of the American South Afri- 
can Steamship Line and the adja- 
cent baggage room of the West 
Shore ferry—used by thousands of 
New Jersey commuters — were 
burned out. 

The other fire, of undetermined 
origin, started on the fourth floor 
of a brick warehouse, burned 
through the roof and clouded the 
morning sky with a pillar of gray 
smoke. Effective fire-fighting 
halted the spread of the blaze to 
nearby furniture warehouses. 

Much of the apparatus respond- 
ing had been rushed to Manhattan 
from Brooklyn to replace that 
called to the pier fire, which broke 
out at 4:45 a. m., as longshoremen 
were unloading copra, an inflam- 
mable cocoanut substance, from a 
freighter at the pier. Tugboats, 
using scows as buffers, maneuvered 
the ship to safety in midstream out 
of range of the flames. 

Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, who ar- 
rived at the scene shortly after the 
last alarm was sounded, suffered a 
frost-bitten face.

RULES RELAXED ON 
STATE BAR TESTS 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Students Eligible After Com- 
pleting Half of Senio 
Year. | 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8.—Re- 
laxation of some of the rules gov- 
erning examinations for licenses to 
practice law in Missouri, due to 
emergency conditions created by 
the war and to aid applicants 
called for war service, was ordered 
yesterday by the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc, through an amend- 
ment of its code of rules, 

The changes do not. relax the 
qualifications required of an ap- 
plicant to take the examinations, 
except that the State Board of Law 
Examiners was given authority to 
permit applicants who have satis- 
factorily completed the first half 
of their final year in a law school, 
to take an examination. This 
change will permit students called 
for military service before com- 
pleting the last half of their senior 
year in law school, to take the ex- 
amination before entering service. 
Other changes in the rules au- 
thorize the Board of Law Ex- 
aminers to hold examinations at 
such times and places and under 
such supervision as the board may 
determine (the entire board now 
conducts two examinations anual- 
ly at Jefferson City), to fix or 
waive the time for filing of ap- 
plications in advance of examina- 
tions, and to make such other de- 
partures from the present rules, 
with respect to applicants about 
to be called into military service, 
“as shall be helpful to such appli- 
cants and not harmful to the 
standards for admission to the 
bar.” 


RATIONING OF AUTOS 
AND TIRES GRITIGISED 


Woodruff Says Rubber Substi- 
tute Could Be Produced 
on Big Scale Soon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP). — 
Representative Woodruff (Rep.), 
Michigan, told the House today it 
was hard to believe that “automo- 
bile and tire freezing” could be 
justified “either now or later.” 

Asserting that synthetic rubber 
could be produced as cheaply as 
the raw product under organized 
mass production, Woodruff con- 
tended that the substitute could be 
put on a substantial production 
basis in “a comparatively short 
time.” 

“The proposal of the price czar, 
Leon Henderson, that at some 
time, now or later, there will have 
to be confiscation of private auto- 
mobiles, is fantastic, but not sur- 
prising, coming from the source it 
does,” Woodruff said. 

“In view of the millions of work- 
ers, salesmen and others normally 
employed in industry who not 
only would be compelled to walk to 
their work, but a very great pro- 
portion of whom would be forced 
to walk the streets looking for 
jobs, which would not be easily 
found, the proposal becomes gro- 
tesque.” 


Survey of Tin, Rubber and Tungs- 
ten Imports. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8 (AP).—The 
National Industrial Conference 
Board has compiled a concise out- 
line showing why the Federal Gov- 
ernment has clamped severe re- 
strictions on the use of rubber, tin 
and other vital materials produced 
in the Far East. 

Rubber: About 99 per cent of all 
1940 imports of crude rubber came 
from areas now threatened by the 
armed forces of Japan.

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HULL THINKS RIO 
TALKS WILL HELP 
HEMISPHERE TIES 


U. S. Delegation Leaving 
Today for Jan. 15 Con- 
ference of American For- 
eign Ministers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull expressed 
confidence today that the confer- 
ence of American foreign minis- 
ters opening in Rio de Janeiro Jan. 
15 would further strengthen hemi- 
sphere solidarity. ) 

The United States delegation, 
headed ‘by Under Secretary of 
State Welles, leaves for the con- 
ference today with every hope, Hull 
said, for a satisfactory meeting. 

Hull said he thought the spirit 
of solidarity and co-operative effort 
for the protection of the peace and 
safety of this hemisphere already 
had been demonstrated gratify- 
ingly. 

He declined to comment on the 
reported statement of Argentina’s 
foreign minister, Enrique Ruiz 
Guinazu, to the effect that Argen- 
tina will not participate in any 
move which would involve it in 
belligerent or pre-belligerent ac- 
tions against the Axis. 

Hull explained he thought it was 
hardly expedient to undertake to 
discuss questions of that kind at 
long range with Argentine officials. 
He said one of the main purposes 
of the Rio de Janeiro meeting is 
to clarify and bring up to date the 
plans of the various American gov- 
ernments faced with a new situa- 
tion’ growing out of Japan’s attack 
on the United States and declara- 
tions of war by Germany and Italy. 

Dispatches from South America 
indicate that the issue of the con- 
ference—fulfillment of the Pan- 
American declaration that aggres- 
sion against any American state 
shall be considered as aggression 
against all—was rapidly crystalliz- 
ing. 

The Uruguayan Cabinet an- 
nounced that Foreign Minister Al- 
berto Guani would propose that all 
American republics sever diplo- 
matic relations with Axis powers 
and their allies, and urge that all 
powers fighting the Axis be consid- 
ered non-belligerents. 


Avila Comacho Empowered to Let 
U. S. Troops Go Through Mexico. 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
A law giving President Manuel 
Avila Comacho authority to permit 
troops of the United States or other 
nations of the Western Hemisphere 
to pass through Mexican territory 
when he deems it necessary became 
effective today with its publication 
in the official bulletin. 

The law also permits naval 
planes or vessels of any other 
American nations to use Mexican 
harbors and supply and repair fa- 
cilities. 

Another law; recently approved 
by Congress and published today, 
authorizes the Government to treat 
any other American nation en- 
gaged in war with a non-American 
power as a non-belligerent. 


Chile, Argentine Discuss Fortifica- 
tion of Straits of Magellan. 

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Chilean-Argentine discussions over 
fortification of the Straits of Ma- 
gellan apparently began yesterday 
in an unannounced conference here 
between Foreign Minister Enrique 
Ruiz Guinazu and Chilean Foreign 
Minister Juan Rossetti. Also pres- 
ent were Chilean Ambassador Con- 
rado Rios Gallardo and the Argen- 
tine War and Navy Ministers. 

Before the conference, Ruiz Gui- 
nazu conferred with the German 
and Japanese Ambassadors. For 
the German, Baron Edmund von 
Thermann, it was a farewell visit, 
since he has been recalled to Ber- 
lin. When and how he is to go 
have not been disclosed. 


VICTORY BOOK CAMPAIGN 
WILL BEGIN HERE MONDAY 


200,000 Sought as Part of National 
Drive for 10,000,000 for Men 
in U. S. Armed Forces. 

A campaign to obtain 200,000 
books for men in the armed 
services will start in St. Louis 
Monday, City Librarian Charles H. 
Compton announced today. The 
drive, called the Victory Book 
Campaign, is part of a national 
campaign for 10,000,000 books. 

Books of all types would be ac- 
cepted, Compton said, although un- 
bound back numbers of maga- 
zines would not be solicited. Books 
will be sorted according to type 
and condition, and those needing 
repair turned over to WPA library 
projects for the work, 

Sponsors of the campaign are the 
American Library Association, the 
American Red Cross and the 
United Service Organizations.

British Vessel Damaged by 
Man-Carrying Torpedoes 
at Alexandria Dec. 17, 
Fascists Assert. 


ROME, Jan. 8 (Official Broad- 
cast Recorded by AP),—Italy’s 
mezzi d’assalto—man-carrying tor- 
pedoes—were credited today with 
a surprise attack the night of Dec. 
17-18 on British warships in Alex- 
andria Harbor in which the high 
command said a battleship was 
sériously damaged. The ship, iden- 
tified as one of the 30,600-ton Vati- 
ant class, was said to have been 


so seriously hit it had to be taken 
to drydock. 

Another battleship was attacked 
in the same action, the commu- 
nique reported. 

The high command simply called 
the attackers “assault units” but 
the Italian press, in a carefully 
worded elaboration, indicated that 
the raid was the fourth action of 
the mezzi d’assalto—literally, as- 
sault weapons—which Italy has de- 
veloped for suicidal over-water 
raids. 

(There was no explanation why 
such a daring attack had gone un- 
announced so long. There is "no 
British class of battleships named 
Valiant, but there is a Queen Eliza- 
beth class that includes the battle- 
ships Valiant, the Queen Elizabeth, 
flagship of Admiral Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham, commander 
of the British Mediterranean fleet, 
and the Warspite. The Valiant was

The Italians also declared it had 
been established through objects 
recovered by Italian naval units, 
that the 5450-ton British Cruiser 
Phoebe was sunk by torpedo bomb- 
ers off Tobruk. The Phoebe, com- 
pleted in 1940, was reported hit by 
three torpedoes launched by tor- 
pedo-carrying planes in the fight- 
ing off Northern .Libya. 

(London sources pointed out 
that the previous Italian commu- 
niqte to which Rome’s claim today 
referred broadcast Dec, 2, in- 
dicating then that the Phoebe was 
sunk on or about that date, They 
added that the Phoebe was in a 
dock in New York Dec, 1, hence 
could hardly have been 0off 
Tobruk, Dec, 2.) 


By the Italian version, the tiny 
craft of the Mezzi d’Assalto, sug- 
gesting nothing more than a tor- 
pedo with one or two men aboard, 
now have been used at Alexandria, 
Suda Bay, Crete, Valletta harbor, 
Malta, and Gibraltar harbor. In 
the action of the Mezzi at Gibral- 
tar last September, the Italians 
claimed the sinking of three Brit- 
ish supply ships. 

The Mezzi presumably have 
some slight motive power of their 
own after their single torpedoes 
are discharged but their chances 
of return to mother craft is so 
slight that the men who guide 
them expect either death or cap- 
ture when they ,set out. The 
motherships are called motoscafi 
anti-sommergibili (anti-submarine 
motorboats) — Mas for short — 
which launch the small torpedo- 
carriers at close range. 


British Admiral Praises R. A. F. 
Work in Middle East. 

ALEXANDER, Jan.8 (AP).—Sir 
Andrew Browne Cunningham, 
commander in chief of the British 
Mediterranean fleet, said yester- 
day that British forces had won 
the battles of 1941 against “pretty 
long odds,” adding that “all is 
well” in the Mediterranean fleet. 

“What gives the personally the 
most gratification is that the close 
of 1941 sees the coast of Libya, 
due to the grand work of our 
army air force, in our hands and 
the last remnant of the enemy be- 
ing rounded up,” he said in a New 
Year message broadcast from the 
flagship Queen Elizabeth.

Walsh street, was listening to 
the radio one night when he heard 
a KSD news announcer conclude 
the regular news broadcast with 
a plea for unity. “Everyone, young 
and old alike,” emphasized the an- 
nouncer, “should unite to help win 
the war.” To many listeners this 
lea may have gone over the air 
es and straight over their heads, 
but Eugene mulled it over in his 
mind a long time wondering just 


what he could do to help national 


unity. Finally he decided to write 
to the announcer. Unable to re- 
member his name, he addressed 
his letter—a folded half-sheet of 
typing paper covered with careful, 
though slightly irregular grade 
school script—to “An announcer of 
news in care of Ksd.” 

The letter was straight to the 
point. “Dear Sir,” wrote Eugene. 
“Over the radio you have said 
over and over again that the peo- 
ple of the United States should 
unite to win the war against 
Japan. I would like to know just 


‘what a boy of 12 can do to help 


the United States win the war 
with Japan? Yours truly, Eugene 
Felder.” 

“The announcer of news of 
Ksd” was somewhat perplexed to 
know what to do with the generous 
offer and so was the Civilian De- 
fense Board. Along with the Army 
and Navy, Civilian’ Defense has 
been having its problems with too- 
youthful volunteers. Boys and 
girls, even the very youngest ones, 
are wanting to know what they 
can do to help out, and, sad to 
say, many of the youngsters show 
more zeal and enthusiasm for do- 
ing defense work than do some of 
the elders. Fortunately, there will 
be things that boys and girls can 
do ‘to help national defense, 
though defense officials cautiously 
warn that they may not be exactly 
dramatic deeds but more in the 
line of everyday tasks. 

“So far our thinking has been 
only in terms of adults,” Dean 
Stead of Washington University, 
who is in charge of Civilian De- 
fense personnel and _ enrollment, 
said. “However, boys who are 15 
years old, or older, are being reg- 
istered for messenger service, and 
certain organized groups, such as 
the Boy Scouts, will also be used in 
civilian defense.” 

At the Boy Scout headquarters, 
we learned that Scouts, even as 


Croupy Cough 
Of Child May 


Be Dangerous

HE majority of children who 
T become croupy have a benign 

catarrhal inflammation of the 
larynx—an inflammation of the 
larynx with some spasm of the 
muscles of the throat. The symp- 
toms may range from a transitory 
hoarseness and some cough, to an 
alarming stridor which usually oc- 
curs during the night and is very 
alarming to parents. 

It is well that they should be 
alarmed, because the early mild 
condition may run into a much 
more serious acute laryngotrach- 
eitis. The mild condition is usually 
relieved by ipecac, moist air in- 
halations and a hot pack. When 
these simple remedies do not stop 
the spasm, hoarseness or croupy 
condition, it is likely to be a swell- 
ing of the membrane of the child’s 
trachea or wind pipe, which re- 
quires very skillful medical and 
nursing care. 

* s . 

IN OTHER TIMESA before the 
diphtheria prevention campaign in 
school children got under way, 
these severe croupy stridor condi- 
tions were usually due to diph- 
theria. Diphtheria should always 
be thought of even yet, although 
it is now an anachronism, almost 
a thing of the past. 

But there is a form of acute 
inflammation of the larynx and 
trachea in children not due to diph- 
theria which may be very serious 
and even fatal. The germ which 
causes it is a form of streptococ- 
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young as Eugene, have been or- 
ganized in a large preparedness 
program, in which each boy is 
schooled in some lifie of duty. 
These include messenger service, 
transportation service, clothing 
service, first aid work, and so on. 
The messenger service has already 
been put to work, delivering de- 
fense bond placards and Red Cross 
circulars, and in case of a trial] 
blackout, they would be called on 
to do house-to-house canvassing, 
instructing civilians in the black- 
out procedure. 

“The Scouts’ preparedness pro- 
gram started long before the cur- 
rent emergency,” John Wright, 
secretary of the Boy Scouts, told 
us. “In 1927 when the big tornado 
hit St. Louis, we were called on for 
all kinds of service, though we 
were unorganized at the _ time. 
First we were asked to go out 
and survey the damages to deter- 
mine the extent of the tornado. 
Scouts also set up the first First 
Aid station at Grand and Vande- 
venter and, as they mobilized, 
doctors and nurses asked for 
Scouts. 

“Then, since the police were try- 
ing to keep people out of the tor- 
Mado area they called on us for

Scouts to assist the American Le- 
gion and National Guard in guard- 
ing corners. A large number of 
Scouts did that work, although,” 
Wright grinned, “we made one 
mistake, we gave them all 
whistles and it was terrible. 

“Another job Scouts had was at 
refugee stations, at the Old Arm- 
ory, Scottish Rites. Cathedral and 
qther such places, the very places 
incidentally that they’re now men- 
tioning as possibilities for refugee 
stations. Scouts made beds, peeled 
potatoes, washed dishes, carried 
cots areund and handed out cof- 
fee. 

“About two years ago, we de- 
cided that St. Louis might have 
another emergency.. It might re- 
sult from war, although that 
seemed remote to many of us. 
But at any rate we decided to pre- 
pare.” 4 

The Scouts now have an elab- 
orate set-up involving zones, dis- 
tricts, maps of each district show- 
ing the houses that each Scout 
is responsible for, so in case of an 
emergency, he would know his 
exact duties. Prior to such emer- 
gency, other work, such as_ the 
collection of aluminum and the 
present collection’ of waste paper 


are defense activities handled by 
the Scouts. 

Young Gene Felder isn’t a mem- 
ber of the Scouts at present, we 
learned when we visited the Feld- 
ers’ frame bungalow on . Walsh 
street, but when he’s shoveled 
snow from a few more sidewalks 
and mowed a few more lawns he 
hopes to join. A bright, nice-look- 
ing youngster, he is the second 
youngest of four children and in 
the seventh grade at the St. John 
the Baptist School, Adkins and 
Delor streets. He and his friends, 
he said, do a lot of talking about 
the Army and Navy and how 
they'd like to fight the Japanese. 

“Then, too,” Mrs. Felder ex- 
plained, “I think he might have 
gotten this idea from his daddy. 
His dad works at the Underwrit- 
ers Salvage Corps and they took 
defense training to learn about the 
damage caused by bombs and all 
that and since Gene’s his daddy’s 
sidekick, he’d like to be just like 
him.” 


& x * : 
LTHOUGH he'll have to Be 

three years older to enlist for 

Civilian Defense and will have 
to accumulate more lawn mowing- 
snow shoveling funds to join any 
organized group, Gene’s defense 
activity isn’t resting by any 
means. As Wright pointed out, 
there are things even an in- 
dividual boy of 12 can do. 
He can carry on his own waste 
paper collection campaign in his 
neighborhood, either selling it_or 
donating it, and if he wants to 
turn it in to the nearest Scout 
headquarters he can call the Boy 
Scout office. Gene’s already do- 
ing waste paper collecting. 

Also, since increased defense 
problems mean expanding social 
problems, the Social Planning 
Council] needs volunteer workers. 
They aren’t taking them as young 
as 12, but, we were told, “Boys and 
girls can do a lot to promote so- 
cial welfare in their own circles. 
Groups of beys and girls can call 
our office to learn about the dif- 
ferent things they can make, or 
how they can raise mqney or visit 
agencies, or give entertainments. 
They can also be good citizens 
themselves.” 

“And one of the most important 
things they can do,” Scout Secre- 
tary Wright added, “is to buy de- 
fense bonds and stamps, if only 
one 10-cent stamp a week.. That’s 
important defense work, too, and, 
in my opinion, it’s more valuable 
than being an air raid warden 
without an air raid.”

Percy Waram, Who Has Appeared 
in Many Stage Successes, Began His 
Acting Career at the Age of 15, 

Playing Role of a French Maid. ,

HEN Percy Waram left his 
W Stonington, Conn. home to 

assume the title role of the 
irascible Father in the ‘Chicago 
company of that delightful comedy, 
“Life With Father,” the littre wom- 
an of the Waram menage saw her 
husband off at the station with 
this somewhat facetious good-by: 
“Wear your rubbers when it 
rains and don’t worry about the 
play. How could you be anything 


‘but perfect? All you have to do 


is act on the stage exactly as you 
act at home.” . 


Waram laughingly denies that 
he was ever quite the warm-tem- 
pered tyrant at home that he is 
in “Life With Father,” now 
brightening our reformed and re- 
fined Grand Theater. 


“Mrs. Waram meant, of course,” 
he says, “that with a son and 
daughter and two grandchildren, I 
should be able to expertly inter- 
pret and deeply appreciate the 
problems of the Father in the 
play.” 

Whatever practical experience 
Waram brought to the role, he 
also brought a remarkable facial 
resemblance to the very real old 
gentleman about whom Clarence 
Day wrote the book “Life With 
Father” and around whom Howard 
Lindsay and Russel Crouse have 
woven an evening of clean, whole- 
some and hilarious entertainment. 


“IT had only to don a fred 
toupe to cover my bald spot and 
let my mustache get worse,” 
Waram explains. “You see the play 
takes place 
Father Day’s life when he still had 
all his red hair and healthy mus- 
tache.” 


British born, Waram speaks with 
a decided English manner offstage. 
On stage there is no trace of it 
and for how that came about he 
has no explanation. Mention of 
that fact, he insists, came as a 
complete surprise to him. There 
was no conscious effort on his 
part to subdue his British manner 
of speaking. 


Born in Cornwall, Waram comes 
from a long theatrical line on his 
mother’s side of the family. His 
father was an Army man. Early 
in hig life, young Percy thought 
he might follow a military career. 
But a holiday with an actress sis- 
ter changed those plans and he 
was precipitated into the theater 
when one of the cast of “East 
Lynne,” in which the sister was 
playing, suddenly came down with 
some sort of an ailment. 


“What a glorious debut,” Waram 
laughs. “Bedecked in a wig and 
tricked out as a French maid, I 
found myself, at 15, actually on 
the stage. Perhaps I might have 
recovered and gone back to my 
studies if the family had not been 
a bit hard up.” 


By hook and a bit of crook, 
Waram joined up with the famous 
Shakespearean repertory company 
of Ben Greet and spent quite a 
few years touring the English 
provinces. In 1903 he came to this 
country with the original “Every- 
man,” and after two years returned 
to England to form his own com- 
pany. 

“Those were glorious days,” he 
says. “In the mining towns the 
audience would hiss the villain. 
We did practically nothing but 
melodramas, you know, and those 
theatergoers took their theater

England, and then made up his 
mind to settle his theatrical for- 
tunes in New York. His first im- 
portant role here was with Jane 
Cowl in “Lilac Time.” This was 
followed by appearances in a series 
of plays for the Theater Guild. He 
was Horatio in the modern dress 
“Hamlet”; Sir Guy Charteris in 
“The Shanghai Gesture”; Citizen 
Hogan in “Hangman’s House”; Bill 
Walker in “Major Barbara.” 


Other New York roles included 
those in “The Camel Through the 
Needle’s Eye,” “Pygmalion,” “R. U, 


R.,” “Elizabeth the Queen,” “Mary 
of Scotland,” and “The Merchant 
of Yonkers.” Other roles which 
Waram lists in bringing his pro- 
fessional biography up to date are
